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DETAILED ACTION 

*** This office action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed on December 09, 2003. 
Claims 1-34,38-50,53 were canceled. Claims 35-37,51-52,54-63 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 35-37,51-52,54-63 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's amendment and convincing remarks and of record have overcome the 

rejections. The references of record, alone or in combination, do not fairly anticipatively 
disclose each and every aspect of the claimed method, or fairly make a prima facie obvious case 
of the claimed method of fabricating at least one inverter, in combination with other processing 
claimed limitations, the inclusion of forming a first contact in the well in spaced relation to the 
first type transistor having a first source, a first drain and a first gate; forming a second contact in 
the well in spaced relation to the first type transistor; coupling the first contact to a first voltage 
input; and coupling the second contact to the first source, wherein the first source is coupled to 
the first voltage input through a parasitic resistance of the well of a second type conductivity 
formed in a semiconductor of a first type conductivity.
